Zionism and Emigration. 

There is, as a matter of fact, no rivalry or contention between 
Jewish Nationalism and any scheme that is or might be in existence, 
with the purpose of emigrating vast numbers of our people from 
places where their conditions are intolerable to places where they 
could be full of bright prospects. A great deal of confusion, I have 
noticed, exists upon this point. Zionism is conceived as an 
emigration scheme, because it necessarily involves emigration. To 
turn Palestine into a Jewish National Home, or into a Jewish land, 
more Jews must be brought there; for no conception of a Jewish 
National Home. or a Jewish land, could be satisfied with the present 
proportion of Jews inhabiting the country. But emigration to 
Palestine is, as bas'been pointed out so often, not merely for the 
purpose of emigration, not merely for the material betterment of the 
people going there. It is for their National uplifting, which some of 
us hope and believe will mean their Jewish uplifting, and with their 
uplifting the uplifting morally, spiritually, and even materially, of 
all Jewry. But Palestine is not alone a small country in itself 
compared with Western Australia, about which I have been 
thinking. It is but as a drop in an ocean. It could not, apart 
from many other reasons into which I need not now enter, hope 
speedily to imbibe hundreds of thousands of our people, The 
development of its resources, however successful, could not 
for many Vears invite large aggregations of population, Or rather, if 
it invited them, it could not properly entertain them. The main 
purpose of Jewish Nationalism is something quite different. As an 
emigration scheme it is a mere pebble on the beach. It cannot 
become a Jewish land, to say nothing of becoming as Jewish as 
England is Kaglish, for manyalong day, though it isvital to the Jewish 
National Cause that this concept of our ultimate purpose should 
be ever steadily before our eyes. There are some people who ought 
to know better, who misrepresent Zionists as desiring what I have 
before termed a ready-made, “ reach-me-down’”’ State; as thinking 
that the Zionist goal can be fully attained inside'a few months. Or 
because protests have been made by Zionists against the restrictive 
laws concerning immigration into Palestine, they have represented 
them as wishing to flood the country with a vast immigration for 
assimilating which its present digestive power is totally incapable. 
Aud when Palestine becomes a Jewish land, even one as Jewish as 
England is English, there will still, im all probability, be millions 
of Jews outside the country as there are to-day, and those millions 
should be as much the care of the Jewish people in general, and 
particularly of Jewish Nationalists, as those who become denizens 
of our ancient land 


In any case, there are millions of our people to-day who are 
living under conditions inhuman and intolerable. What emigration 
dewish Nationalism can accomplish in. the direction of Palestine 
cannot prove sufficient to relieve the situation here and now, 
however much, it may—and I[, for one, believe it will much— 
tend to solve the problem of the Jew, which has resulted in such a 
state of affairs for him as our people are experiencing in Eastern 
Kurope. If will, Lam convinced, in fact, do much more. It will 
solve some of the problems that Jews present in Western Europe and 
in America, in places where they are at ease and in comfort, as well as 
in countries w here their condition is evil and they are sore distressed. 
So that there is no rivalry between a large emigration of our people 
to some other land and the emigration that is needful to the work 
ing of the Zionist Movement in Palestine. The one, indeed, should 


be the complement of the other. Zionists, in my view, indeed, 


should be particularly anxious to see that portion of the Jewish 
people, to-day ground down under a terrible economic burden, 
released into conditions in which they may emerge from poverty 
and dependence to independence and prosperity. For Palestine 
will for many a long year need material subvention from the 
Diaspora, and will rightly claim it in exchange for the moral sub. 
vention which Palestine will provide forJews the world over,

is it impossible to discover the nexus between populationless

two organisations may be providing at once a palliative and a 
radical cure for the Jewish pain and trouble? Sir James 
Mitchell might be horrffied at the suggestion of sending 
Ghetto Jews into Western Anstralia. He would see in his 
mind's eye long bearded, caftaned men, . speaking a strange 
lingo, whom he could not imagine fit to do the work which is crying 
out for a population in his country, Yet we know something of the 
flaluzim who have stepped out of the very bowels of the Ghetto on

It always seems to me that a big scheme of emigration should 
comprise & transitional effort. The men helped to emigrate should 
be trained in Western ways and Western manners and the speech, 
of the country in which they are going to settle, not after 
they have arrived at their destination, as is done so liberally 
and magnificently with immigrants in America by our brethren 
there. The transmogrifying of these people, in outward appear. 
ance and in bearing, from Ghetio Jews into Jews with habits 
and ideas and speech consonant with those prevalent in the 
place for which they are “ booked,’ would rob Jewish emigration 
and Jewish settlement of many of its present difficulties. The 
training of emigrants for the place to which they are migrating, 
the rendering of them fit as emigrants before they emigrate, seems 
to me an idea that has largely escaped notice hitherto. To ship an 
Kastera Jow wi. ®ie marks of his Eastern origin thick upon him 
(Con@naned on next column.)

I am infor»vet by Chief Rabbi Onderwijzer that the Rabbinate has 
Successfally t:ken up the otos)ioa cf the provision of kasher food for 
Jewish soldiers, and that as the resalt of representations made to the 
Depirtmeat concerned, the Minister for Wir has just sanctioned the 
supply of food prepared under ecclesixstical supervision for 
Jowish soldiers stationed at Hardew:jk. The thanks of the Jews of tho 
country have been conveyed to the Wac Department through Chief Rebbi 
Onderwijzer The importance of the privilege grauted can be best 
estimated by the fact that Hardewijk, in the province of Drenthe, is ono 
of the largest military depots in Holland since the Orange N«ssan barracks 
have been transferred from Amsterdam. Where the simaliness of the 
numbers at any barracks do not warrant special arrangements being 
made, Jewish s idiers at such barracks are allowed leave for the purpose 


of taking meals at Jewish households, where the exigencies of the 
service permit. 


JEWISH KITCHEN ON TRANSMIGR‘ANT SHIP. 

A Jewish kitchen, under Rabbinical supervision, has been established 
on board the transmigrant ship “ Zeelandia,” which plies between the 
ports of Amsterdam and Buenos Aires. This is the tirst liner belonging 
to the Royal Holland Lioyd Steamship Company, on which a kasher 
kitchen has been installed. Many obstacles to the suggesti n were at 
first raised by the steamship authorities, and it was only after the 
promise of practical assistance on the part of the Rabbinate that the 
authorities eventually agreed to adopt the proposition. The “Ze: landia,’ 
Which leaves the port of Amsterdam at wore or lh ss regular intervals of 
eight weeks, usually corries about two hundred and fifty Jewish 
transmigrants from the Fast, passing through Holland on the way to 
South America. The “ Zeelandia,” which left port a few days age, had 
on board about three handred Jewish passengers, who will for the fest 
time be able to obtain kasher food on their ) urnéy. The Rabbinate bas 
also obtained the installation of a kasher kitchen at the transmigrant 
hotel” at the port of embarkation, where transmi¢rants are froquecatly 
dotained,

ANNUAL ACCOUNTS. 

The Council of the Usited Synagogue will hold a meeting next 
Monday, at which the principal bu«iness will be the consideration of the 
annua accounts of that body ani its subsidiary committees, and of its 
constituent synagogues, and the recommendations of the Finance Com- 
mittee. Of the seventern constituent s\nag gues, six showed deficita, 
The gross revenue of the United Synegomue was £90155 and the 
exp nditure was £05 87¥Y The AgUre Zross revenue of the t.on-tituent 
Synag gues was £67 947, and their local expenditure was £35,670. The 
statistics furnished by the Burial Society showed only a very small 
decrease in mortality from last year’s fignres, deaths numbering 1,110 
as against 1.125 in 1920, There was a siight decrease in the number of 
charity fuvserais, which pumbered 244 in 1921 a8 against 245 in 1920, 
There had, however, been an fncrease in the sumber of applications for 
matzos, which totalie<d 1.929 iSagiinst 1.235 to the previous year, showing 
an expenditure of £2,809 as against £1 660 in 1920 The Discharged 
Prisoners’ Aid Society had dealt with 203 cases at an expeuditure of 
£997. The Mutual Aid Fund for distressed members’ and widows of 
mew bers had disbursed £2.277 in grants, loans, and annual allowances, 
the latter amounting to £1.227. The cash acc ;unt showed a balance in 
hand and on deposit of £4643. The Treasurers of the bequests and

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The Talmud Torah for Girls. 


INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 


Mr. L. Deyong. 


HIS vear the Talmud Torah for Girls, which is held at the 
Redmans Road L.C.C. School, celebrates its Barmitzvah— if 
that term can be applied to a girls’ institution! During 
this period it has been carrying on excellent work in 

unobtrusive fashion, and has completely allayed the misgivings of 
those who believed that the application of Talmud Torah methods 
to the religious education of girls was 
unsuitable. Throughout its history 
the Institution has commanded the 
interest of a number of enthusiastic 
workers, among whom may be specially, 
mentioned Dr. J. Klein, the President ; 
Mr. Leon Simon, B.A., Vice-President ; 
and Mr. L. Deyong, Treasurer The 
school is at present in serious financial 
difficulties, and a dance, in aid of the 
funds, isto be held at Princes’ Galleries, 
Piccadilly, on April Ist, which, it is 
hoped, may enable the deficit to be 
paid off and a nest-egg provided to 
meet future contingencies. Toarepre 
sentative of the JEWISH CHRONICLE 
Mr. Louis Deyong has given an 
account of the 
institution and its present 
of work. 


PRACTICAL JUDAISM. 


“The Talmud Torah for girls,” said Mr. Deyong, “ was the pioneer of 
Hebrew teaching for girls by the direct method. Although at first I was 
very sceptical whether Hebrew could be taught to girls by the Ibrith 
b’Ibrith system, I soon realised that I was mistaken, and that the 
‘patural’ method, as taught by such experts as Mr. and Mrs. Doniach, 
was highly successful. Mrs. Doniach is still the Superintendent of the 
Talmud Torah, though her husband, as your readers are doubtiess aware, 
has now found wider scope for his great abilities at the London School of 
Oriental Languages, where he occupies the ‘Achad Ha’am’ Chairin Modern 
Hebrew. The Talmud Torah was primarily founded by a small group of 
East End workers, who felt that something should be done to counteract 
the indifference of foreign-born parents to the religious education of their 
young girls. They were keen enough about providing the fullest possible 


Hebrew and Religious education for the boys, but seemed to think that 
the girls did not matter..

In our view, they mattered very much, as the 
future mothers in Israel; and I am thankful to say that the results 


of thirteen years’ work at the Talmud Torah have, to some extent at 
least, met the deficiency to which I havereferred. (One of the principal! 
aims of the Talmud Torah is to give the girls a thorough grounding in 
practical Judaism, so that when they become heads of households they 
may know ail the duties incumbent upon a Jewish wife and mother. 

A POPULAR INSTITUTION, 

“ At first,” Mr. Deyong went on to say, “there was some prejudice 
against the Talmud Torah largely on the ground that the ‘natural’ 
method of Hebrew teaching was associated in the public mind with 
secularism, and it was only when the real aims of the institution became 
known that this prejudice was dissipated. The-Talmud Torah soon 
became extremely popular, and we could have had as many as 500 pupils 
had our financial resources permitted us to increase the number of 
classes. We were objiged to limit the number to 200, and at present we 
have about 150 pupils divided into five classes, one of which is taken by 
the superintendent, Mrs. Doniach. Two of the teachers are old pupils 
of the Talmud Torah, which is an excellent proof of the efficiency 
of the teaching. We should like, of course, to have been able to frve Mrs. 
Doniach for supervision only, but our means will not allow us to engage 
an extra teacher. In the lowest class, Kindergarten methods are 
employed, and in the top class the pupils are able to perform Hebrew 
plays and to read the Bible with comparative ease. The teaching is 


thoroughly alive, and has none of the conventionality and formalism 
which one sometimes finds in East End religion classes. 


“RES ANGUSTA DOMI.” 

" While nearly all the pupils make weekly payments by way of fees, 
these are quite iusufficient to defray the cost of upkeep. Since the war, 
the contributions f:0om the pupils have fallen ff considerably, and the 
Talmud Torah is in debt to the extent of several hundred pounds. We 
feel confident that the community will help us out of our difficulties. 
The vaue of the work of the institution has been recognised by the 
Chief Rabbi, Dayan Feldman, the Jewish Religious Education Board, and 
the Talmud Torah Trust, which have made us small grants, and the school 
is open to public inspection at any time. We have one great advantage 
over some other East End institutions of like character, in that the classes 
meet in excellent London County Council premises. At prese at, instruc- 
tion is given only on Mondays, Tuesdays, and Wednesdays, after ordin ry 
school hours, and the results produced in this limited time would. 
[ think, astonish those who have not previously visited the school. 
| should like to acknowledge the valuable assistancé which the 
Institution has received from Dr. Klein, the President, since its founda. 
tion, and from Mr. Leon Simon, of whose services to the cause of living 
Hebrew in this country it is superfluous to speak. We are all looking 
foward to substantial results from the dance to be held on April ist, for 
which a Committee of young people is working very energetically.”

‘rhe hundred and thirty-ninth Psalm forms one of the loftiest 
conceptions of man’s relation to God in all Holy Writ. It envisages man 
as the creatare of God in all things and atall times. From the moment 


‘at which, as an infant, be first draws bis breath, until that moment when 


the jast breath in man is gone, God is with him in all his doings, in all 
his thoughts, everywhere, and at all times. All a man does, all a man 
thinks, as the Psalmist declares: “O Lord, Thou knowest it altogether.” 
And the writer of this wonderful human outpouring accepts this life. 
shepherding of man by God as fact. He does not stay to enquire into the 
why or the wherefore of it. He indulges in no metaphysical argument. 
He confesses that this mystery of the linking of God to man, and man to 
is too wonderfulforhbim.

Only an exceptional man 
added a new word to the dictionary, and it was an exceptional teacher 
or thinker who added a new term to philosophy or theology. The guest 
of the evening was such an exceptional man. He had given such a new 
term to theolgy—” Original Virtue "—Zechuth Aboth. He had brought out 
the whole distinction between Judaism and other systems of religion in 
that one phrase. The Rev. 8. Levy thought thoughts, and had the gift 
of imparting those thoughts. He loved little children. Some seven 
years ago Mr. Levy had accompanied him on an official visit to the Jewish 
wards of the London Hospital, and what struck him particularly was the 
genuine joy and happiness with which the little children welcomed Mr. 
Levy. He was a critic and was not afraid of criticism. There was only 
one way for a minister to avoid criticism, and that was to do nothing, to 
say nothing, and to be nothing. He was sure the Rev. 8. Levy would not 
pay that price. Dr. Hertz, concluded with the following lines from 
Kipling that had recently been applied to a well-known Jew in public life : 

“ He is little; he is wise ; 
He's a terror for his size; 
And he doesn’t advertise.” (Cheers and laughter.)

Mayor returned to the representative the deposit made by the Orvanics 
tion, and the contract was given to a private non-Jewish contractor 
This fact produced a very great impression among the Jewish population 
in Haifa. A letter was written by the Workers’ Organisation w th 
Governor, protesting against the discrimination between Jewish and non 
Jewish workers. It will be remembered that a chief point in Arab 
propagagda is the allegation that the Jews refuse toemploy Arab workers 
and that Jewish labour is expensive and inefficient.
